Enduro 


Getting 
In 
Shape 


What the top riders do 
In any sport it's what you do during 
the off-season that determines how 
much work it'll be to get ready for 
competition again. If you hibernate all 
winter, it will take a lot of riding and 
exercise to get back to the shape you 
were in at the end of the previous year. 
The experts know this, and they try to 
maintain their condition in various 
ways, depending on where they live 
and what their athletic interests are. 
Riding does it best, all the top 
enduro stars agree, but riding is not 








too practical if you have deep snow on 
the ground for several months a year 
like Skip Olson does around his home 
in northern Wisconsin. Skip has been 
one of the most serious contenders for 
Dick Burleson's enduro crown, and he 
knows more about the body and its 
conditioning than most of us because 
he's a full-time physical therapist by 
profession, even when he's 
campaigning for the Can-Am factory 
during the enduro season. Although 


.he gets plenty of exercise in his job, 


Skip makes sure he gets more after 
work, too, at least three times a week. 

In the winter he plays basketball in 
a league, and he goes cross-country or 
downhill skiing regularly. During the 
enduro season he's usually too busy 
riding the events and working to do 
much more than go riding once after 
work in the middle of the week, before 
he starts preparing his bike for the 
next run. 

Champion Dick Burleson and his 
Husqvarna teammate, Bob Popiel, 
work for Husky in Tennessee where the 
climate's a lot milder, so as you'd 
expect, they do more riding during the 
winter. They compete in hare 
scrambles when they can find them, 
and racquet ball and a little running 
help keep them in shape. Jack Penton 
agrees about running, although he 
believes riding is the best conditioning 
for enduro. (Sometimes he and his 
brother Tom ride 400 miles on a 
weekend.) For people who don't ride 
as much, he thinks running is very 
good because it builds up many 
muscles and helps your lungs. He also 
thinks motocross exercises are good. 
Jack thinks it's important to stick with 
whatever you decide to do in the way 
of conditioning, even if it's not much. 

But what if you've been getting soft 
all winter, and suddenly the enduro 
season is about to start? You know 
you're out of shape, and you may not 
admit it but you're a year older than 
when the last season began. The 
thought of 100 miles of wet, early 
spring woods riding may sound like 
fun after a winter of sitting by the fire, 
but you know you won't have an easy 
time finishing well. The answer is to 
get in as much riding as possible 
before the first event, and maybe to 
augment the riding with an’ exercise 
program. New England Trail Rider 
Association advises long trail rides of 
at least 100 miles in a day with a 
minimum of stops. This builds up your 
body and your stamina for the rigors 
of enduro competition, and also it 
sharpens your riding techniqres, 
which may have. become a bit rusty 
during the long months of idleness. 


One good exercise program 

No one enjoys conditioning exer- 
cises, but they're easier to stick with if 
they work and they don't take too 
much time. This series, which includes 
running and calisthentics, is used by 
my son George in the spring as the 
riding season is getting under way, and 
at other times when he hasn't been 
riding much. It's his personal adapta- 
tion of the program used by Rolf 
Tibblin at the Husqvarna Motocross 
School. 

(1) Start by doing some stretch calis- 
thentics like those used by almost 
all athletes, winding up with 30 
jumping jacks (side-straddle hops)' 
to get you fully loosened up. 

(2) Run 174 to 2 miles. Up and down 
hill is good. 

(3) Do 20 push-ups. Rest 10 seconds, 
then do 10 more. Rest 10 seconds, 
and do 10 more push-ups. 

(4) Do 10 deep knee bends, arms out 
to side. 10 more arms up, then 10 
with arms out to front. 

(5) Standing, feet slightly apart, do 
20 -ody rolls counterclockwise, 
then 20 clockwise. 

(6) Standing, do 20 head rolls coun- 
terclockwise, then 20 clockwise. 








(7) Standing, with arms raised to 
sides, do 75 small-circle arm rolls 
counterclockwise, then 75 clock- 
wise. 

(8) 50 sit-ups. 

(9) Lying on back, raise legs six inches 
off ground and hold for one min- 
ute. Rest 10 seconds, then raise 
legs again for one minute. Rest 10 
seconds, then raise again for 30 
seconds. 

(10) Standing on toes, do 40 toe-jumps. 

(11) Standing, hands palm-to-palm in 
front of chest, do prayer boy press 
for one minute (press hands to- 
gether hard). 

This whole group of exercises, 
including the run, should take from 45 
minutes to an hour, depending on 
your condition, and it should be done 
at least three times a week to be 
effective. Be sure to get some riding in 
if you can though, because without it 
you won't really know if you're ready 
for competition again. 


What should you eat? 

Much more short-ranged than body 
conditioning is the problem of how to 
put your body in the best shape 
possible right before the start of an 
event so you'll be able to perform well 
and go the distance. A nervous 
stomach at the starting line and thirst 
and starvation along the trail are not 
very helpful in winning, so what you 
eat before and during an enduro is 
very important. 

Jack Penton and Skip Olson both 
like a big breakfast well before the 
start so it'll have time to digest. Skip 
gets up about three hours before his 
starting time (he sleeps in a motel the 
night before a run), then has a full 
breakfast of juice, ham and eggs, hash 
browns and toast long before his 
stomach starts to act up as starting time 
nears. If it's going to be a long or 
extremely difficult run, he eats a steak 
the night before. Dick Burleson also 
sleeps in a motel, but he gets by with a 
lot less food. His normal breakfast 
consists only of cold cereal and orange 
juice. 

If your stomach is a problem the 
morning of a race, Jack suggests 
oatmeal or instant breakfast, both of 
which should stay down and give you 
the strength and energy you need. One 
of Michigan's top enduro riders, Larry 
Lindenberg, used to eat oatmeal for 
breakfast on days he was competing, 
then follow it with Pepto Bismol. 
Others indulge in equally strange pre- 
race rituals with other ingredients. If it 
works for you, it's OK. 

Once a run is underway, most riders 
get along on snacks of one kind or 
another. Jack carries peanut butter 
and jelly sandwiches, and at gas stops 
he'll eat anything, he's so hungry. On 
short runs (100 miles or less) Skip can 
usually go the distance without 
additional food, but on longer ones he 
eats candy bars or energy bars and 
drinks Gator Ade. Dick likes candy 
bars, too, with fresh fruit (oranges are 
a favorite) and lots of Gator Ade. Fruit 
is especially important on hot, dusty 
runs because it refreshes you and 
cleans your mouth at the same time. 
And water — make sure you'll have it 
when you want it. 

With enough pre-season riding and 
conditioning and the right food, 
snacks and drinks before and during a 
run, you should be able to concentrate 
on riding and timekeeping and have 
more than enough stamina to make it 
to the finish line within your hour, and 
perhaps even score well. ә

CMC Golden State Suzuki 
Series — Round five 





Ward, Shultz and Staten 
sizzle at Sacto

SACRAMENTO, CA, FEB, 4 


While the fifth round of CMC’s Golden State 
Suzuki Series was not the most exciting moto- 
cross on the record books, it was fast-paced, 
well-run and quite enjoyable to most everyone 


who attended. When the final 
results were tallied, it was Jeff 
Ward, Darrell Shultz-and Rex 
Staten topping the field of 161 


Pros who entered the No-Name 
Promotions-staged event. : 
The weather was perfect at Prairie 


City Off-Highway Vehicle Park, with 
clear skies and temperatures in the 
mid 60's. A well-manicured track was 
the result of extensive efforts by 
promoter Gary Lewis and his crew, 
who stayed up until two a.m. Saturday 
night patching up the damage from 


, , Saturday's program. "It's better today 


than what it was Saturday," said a 
blood-shot eyed Lewis on Sunday 
morning. Originally, the Pro program 
was to be run on the other Prairie City 
track. There was too much mud there, 
however, causing the change of plans 
and the night track preparation work. 

Even with extensive preparation, 
however, the track became quite 
rutted by late Sunday afternoon. 

Racing got underway a little behind 
schedule, with the first of eight six-lap 
qualifiers off the line at 10 a.m. 

In the first Open Pro qualifier it was 
Yamaha factory rider "Rocket" Rex 
Staten aboard his YZ-400F production 
bike edging out Maico-mounted Billy 
Grossi for the win. 

Panay, Maser Chandler, played 





with -his motorcycle like. Meadowlark 
Lemon plays with a basketball in the 
second moto; pleasing the crowd with 
some spectacular jumps, he finished a 
comfortable 23 seconds ahead of 
Marty Moates. 

Scott Gillman, Bob Myers, Darrell 
Shultz and Chandler rode to qualifier 
wins in 250cc action. Gillman, Shultz 
and Chandler had fairly easy rides. 
Myers (Mai), however, had a tough 
battle from Staten who threatened 
him throughout his qualifier. 

National 125cc champ Broc Glover 
(Yam) and Suzuki factory rider Brian 
Myerscoff took wins in the 125cc 
qualifiers, both rather handily over 
their competition. 

In consolation action, Kawasaki's 
Jeff Ward was forced into one of the 
two 125cc races after he fouled a spark 
plug in his qualifier and had to drop 
out. The diminutive, minibike 
graduate didn’t show any mercy in his 
consolation race: He devastated the 
competition. 

With the necessary preliminaries 
out of the way, it was time to stage the 
main events. The crowd of 1,500 
settled back, popped an unusually 
large number of beer tabs, and got 
ready for the first event of the 12-lap, 
two-moto finals. 


Open Pros 
Marty Moates grabbed the holeshot in 
the first moto 'with Danny Chandler 
and Bob Marino (Yam) following. As 
they completed a lap Moates led out 
with Staten and Eric McKenna (Mai) 
falling in behind. Chandler surfaced 
in seventh place. "Rocket" Rex 
digested Moates on lap four and if he 
had looked back he would have surely 
noticec ''faster-than-a-speeding 
bullet" Chandler moving up fast. One 
more lap and Staten was breathing 
"Magoo's" exhaust. Danny went on for 
the win with Staten second and 
McKenna third. : 

Chandler didn't fare nearly so well 
in the second moto. Midway through” 
the first lap, Danny and mother earth. 
were united in a solo spill that left 
Danny right in the path of a quickly 
approaching rider. After taking a tire ` 
to his body, which knocked the wind 
out of him, Chandler hung up his 
boots for the moto. 1 

As Chandler bowed out, Suzuki's 
Danny LaPorte had the lead on his 
RN-420 works bike in front of 
northern Californians Dean Wiggins 
(Mai) and Eric McKenna. Meanwhile, 
from halfway back in the group of 22 
riders came Staten rocketing his way to 
fourth place by lap four. McKenna, 
who moved to second behind LaPorte, 
soon fell victim to the charging 
“Rocket” who not long after got by 
leader LaPorte. Danny took second 
pes in the moto with McKenna 

olding on for third. 


250cc Pro 

Darrell Shultz hails from 
Orangevale, California, a Sacramento 
suburb not more than six miles from 
the Prairie City track. Prairie City is 
like a second home to Darrell. He 
showed the crowd what it's like to be 
on home turf as he nailed down two 
first place moto finishes in 250cc 
action. 

It took the factory Suzuki rider five 
laps to pick up the lead in the first 
moto, but once he got it, nobody was 
going to touch him. Staten led early, 
but after Shultz said “Bon Voyage” all 
the Rocket got was a look at Shultzs 
tail pipe and a whiff of carbon 
monoxide. 

Staten looked strong for the first 
four laps, with Shultz seemingly 
making no progress on the series’ 
500cc points leader. In lap five 
however, Shultz picked up five seconds 
on Staten. “There were a bunch of 
spectators on the track out in the back

area," said Shultz. "I think maybe Rex 
got distracted and caught a rut. That 
could lose him five seconds easy." 


Whatever happened, the small 
margin.that Shultz gained was the 
icing on the cake and all he needed to 
take the win. Staten pulled across the 
finish line im second with Shultz's 
teammate Scott Gillman following in 
third. 

The second moto again belonged to 
Shultz. Kojo Masuda (Suz) grabbed 
the holeshot ahead of Husky-mounted 
Carlos Serrano. Within a lap, 
however, Shultz knocked off both 
Serrano and Masuda, and opened up 
to a comfortable lead. Gillman 
challenged Masuda throughout the 
moto, finally passing the Japanese 
rider on the seventh lap. Mark 
Lawrence (Yam) and McKenna fought 
it out for fourth place with Lawrence 
coming out ahead in that contest. Jeff 
Jennings had some more tough Golden 
State Series luck, this time taking a 


moto-ruining spill, the victim of a bad 
wheel/rut alignment. 


125cc Pros 


Factory Suzuki rider Brian 
Myerscough and Yamaha's. Broc 
Glover shared moto wins in 125cc 
competition, but it was Jeff Ward once 
again coming up with the overall 
victory and the big cash with his 2-2 
finishes. 


Myerscough grabbed the lead. early 
in the first moto and held the position 
to the checkered flag. Ward settled 
into second, followed by John O'Mara 
(Suz) and Glover. Myerscough was 
flying and by the end of the second lap 
he had opened up a six-second margin 
over second place Ward. Meanwhile, 
Glover was tailgating Ward while 
Donnie Cantaloupi held his Moto-X- 
Fox Yamaha in a distant fourth. 


Ward and Glover battled intensely 
for second place. Ward held the spot 
for:several laps but' Glover finally got

by the 15-year-old Kawasaki rider. 
Glover encountered some rut trouble 
of his own shortly thereafter and took 
a spill that damaged nothing but his 
pride; and chances of winning the 
moto.

Cantaloupi came in for 
third with Honda-Kawasaki of 
Sacramento's Danny Turner bringing 
his green machine in for fourth.

The 
familiar. shapes of Glover and 
Cantaloupi showed up.a few minutes 
later to fight it out for third and 
fourth. Glover seemed to be winning 
over a somewhat sluggish Cantaloupi. 

For a moment it looked like 
Myerscough might repeat his first 
moto win as he passed Ward to take 
the lead.

Roeseler takes 
Cactus Cats'

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 28 
Larry Roeseler once again took 
his usual place at the finish line 
as he narrowly squeaked out Bob 
Balentine for the overall win at 
the Cactus Cats’ AMA D-37 hare 
scrambles.

The Amateur/Expert start got off 
the line close to on time, but the next 
start had a lengthy delay when the 
ambulance was called into action after 
two riders collided head-on out on the 
dry lake behind the start line.

The course on the back side had a 
good bit of snow on the ground 
making it a bit difficult to follow the 
trail. To see the lime, of course, was 
impossible. 

The young threat from Hesperia, 
Eric MacCracken was running first 
Heavyweight Amateur at 10th overall. 
Rich Zagic, impressive 250 Amateur, 
was running first in his class, 21st 
overall at check one.

absence, was Gary Charters, Sr. His 
40th birthday was Saturday and 
decided to celebrate it by winning the 
Senior class on Sunday. Through the 
first check he was running 26th spot, 
first Senior and first overall "C" bike. 
Rick Shumaker, three spots behind 
him, was first official Division II. 

Trudy Beck showed her usual 
aggressive riding style by leading the 
gals by an unbelievable lead. 3 

Roeseler and Balentine fought hard 
as they got past Ogilvie. Roeseler had 
the lead when he hit a very bad dip, 
sending him to the ground hard. 
Balentine saw Roeseler as he crashed 
and remembered the same spot as the 
one where he ate it last year. 

Balentine took over the lead and 
held it into the pits. Roeseler was back 
up again too, and although he had a 
few aches and pains, once more 
started chasing Balentine. Close 
behind this duel into the pits was 
Ogilvie. 

The severe cold had begun to take 
its toll on the number plates. The 
numbers were falling off, and 
"unbreakable" fenders were shattering 
or cracking when hit by rocks. The 
cold was severe beyond anything 
remembered in recent years. Even the 
number plates were cracking and 
shattering when hit by rocks. 

Mike Eckardt had taken over the 
250cc Expert lead with Ed Zarp next 
in for gas. MacCracken followed with

It took Roseler until just before first 
check to catch Balentine once again. 
It was on the second loop that a 
controversial check occurred. The 
cold had caused the rest of. Roeseler's 
numbers to peel off the plate, so now 
his plate looked clean. As he headed 
into a check, the Cats manning the 
check thought he was a play rider and 
motioned him through without 
marking his tank card. It wasn't until 
they had stopped Balentine that they 
realized who the other bike had been. 
It was the club's decision not to 
disqualify Roeseler as it had been the 
club's error. 

Balentine chased Roeseler the rest 
of the way through the tight stuff, 





holding off trying to pass until they got 
to the flats before the finish. But 
Roeseler's bike had the edge over Bob's 
and so Balentine had to be satisfied 
with a second, five seconds behind. 

Ogilvie was next, followed by 250cc 
Expert winner Eckart. Zarp took the 
fifth overall spot with his front fender 
and number plate demolished and his 
face covered with spots of blood where 
he had been hit by rocks thrown up 
from his front tire. 

Yamaha-mounted Chuck Miller was 
next to cross the finish line followed by 
Husky's Max Eddy. 

Eighth overall was first Amateur

Charters, who obviously has not lost 
any of his endurance during his long 
layoff, finished 12th overall, first 
Senior, first 175cc ("C" bike) to take 
the checkered.

Don Urbanek took the Amateur 
Trail honors, 59th overall. 

In the Novice class a battle raged for 
the first overall throughout the race. 
Bill Conger on a Yamaha YZ400 and 
Paul Ryan riding a 250 Husky never

Kyger scores 
upset MRAN 
Moapa-to-Vegas 
win

LAS VEGAS, NV, JAN. 21 

In one of the biggest upsets in 
recent Motorcycle Racing Asso- 
ciation of Nevada history, Leroy 
Kyger flew to the finish of the 
Groundshakers M.C.'s Ninth Annual 
Moapa-to-Vegas Hare and Hound so 
far ahead of schedule that he found 
only a handful of stunned spectators 
and a startled flagman, who hadn't 
got the flag out yet. 

One minute behind Kyger was Jack 
Johnson, followed 15 seconds later by 
Scot Harden, the Team Husky riders 
who usually take the honors wherever 
they race. A smiling Johnson told 
Kyger, “Man, you were really going 
out there!” 

It was a sweet victory “for the 
irrepressible Leroy, a veteran of eight, 





years of MRAN racing. Almost a 
legend in his own right, Kyger has had 
a dramatic (to say the least!) if 


frustrating racing career. Long 
acknowledged by Nevadans as really 
fast, he has been plagued by a 
seemingly endless. series of incredible 
mishaps, ranging from the-hilarious to 
the near tragic. It finally got so 
discouraging for him that he decided 
to take some time off, and Moapa was 
his first race in six months, 

The time off must have helped. 
Moapa was Kyger's race. Sponsored by 
Valley Cycle of Las Vegas, he rode a 
shiny new Yamaha YZ400, the first 
bike to beat a Husky at Moapa in eight 
years. 

Moapa-to- Vegas is the most popular 
annual race on the MRAN schedule. 
This year there were 201 entries lining 
up at the start, located in a remote 
area 20 miles west of Moapa, Nevada. 
Riders from California, Utah; 
Arizona, Colorado, and northern 
Nevada were there. 


The Groundshakers, led by Casey 
Folks, had done their usual excellent 
job with the course. Beautifully laid 
out and well marked, the course was 
135 miles of a little bit of everything. 
They aim for variety, and this year, 
along with the hills, washes, some 
radical turns, and a few of those 
famous Nevada rocks, they added a 
waterfall and a trip through the front 
yard and around the bunkhouse of a 
ranch belonging to one Ron Lewis 
(whose family and ranch-hands 
cheered the racers on as they went by). 

The biggest impression, according 
to: mind-boggled comments at the 
finish (“Hey, Casey! What were you 


. trying to do? My handlebars were 


touching the walls!”) was made by a 
natural gorge a half mile long, 100 
feet up on either side, and from four 
and a half to six feet wide. The club 
had posted a helpful signed in the 
gorge that read, “Speed Limit 55 — 
Patrolled by Radar.” This year the 
mad Groundshaker sign-maker outdid 
himself, and crazy signs dotted the 
whole course, the favorite being a pair 
of golden arches and the immortal 
words, “We Do It All For You.” 

The sky was overcast and the desert 
in perfect condition after two days of 
drying out from a week of rain (no 
dust, great traction) when the banner 
dropped at 9:00 a.m. and the Experts 
took off. Kyger got the holeshot, but in 
his haste he had neglected to turn on 
his gas line. Johnson, Harden, 
Nevada's Larry McCall and Utah's 
Don Fuller went by him in a flash. 
Kyger got his fuel and his cool back, 
passed McCall and Fuller in one 
swoop, and took off after Harden. 

He got on Scot's tail, and passed 
him about two miles from the bomb. 
Then he set out after Johnson. He 
caught up and kept close, wheel-to- 
wheel, for about 15 miles. Johnson's 
bike threw so much mud that the 
mud actually shattered Kyger's Uvex 
lenses, but Leroy was not to be stopped 
by such a small thing as no visibility. 

Getting by Johnson is not exactly 
easy, so Kyger forced himself to cool it 
and just kept on Johnson's tail until 
Johnson, unexpectedly, hit a rock and 
got off. Kyger went by and just kept 
going. 

He raced into the first gas with 
nobody else in sight, His amazed pit 
crew gave him a fast fill and sent him 
on his way — then went into a wild 
dance of joy. : 

At the finish, as the Groundshakers 
congratulated the finishers, the 
finishers congratulated the Ground- 
shakers. “Great course!” "Love it," 
"Beautiful race!" were , typical 
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comments. Nevada's famed Max 
Switzer, a veteran of more races than 
anyone can remember, commented 
that it was the best race he'd ever 
ridden. Bob Shepherd, from Tempe, 
AZ, who did an impressive job 
grabbing fifth overall, said it was his 
first MRAN race, but he enjoyed it so 
much he hoped to be able to get back 
for more. 

Mel Chapman rode a steady eighth 
place until he had a skirmish with 
some barbed wire, and dropped two 
spots. He had to hustle to regain his 
position, but he did it, finishing eighth 
overall. 

Leonard Sikorski had an interesting 
time on his way to first 250cc Expert, 
10th overall. He was riding fifth when 
he banged into a wash full of rocks and 
his Yamaha started vibrating. He 
knew something had to be wrong, 
because his hands kept going to sleep. 
At the second gas he discovered his 
frame was cracked in four places. He 
decided to ride till he finished or broke 
in half. The second 250cc Expert, 
Mark Stanley, caught up with him not 
far from the finish, and Sikorski 
poured it on and made it to the flag 
first. When he looked at the frame 
afterwards, he was more than amazed 
that the bike had survived. He still 
hardly believes it. 

Art Lanier, third 250cc Amateur, 
41st overall, got the honors for being 
best prepared. He rode into the finish 
with a large comb tucked into the back 
pocket of his mud-encrusted leathers. 
"Well" he explained, "You never 
know when you might need it!" 

Butch Laswell kept his streak going, 
finishing a strong fourth overall. It was 
only Butch's third race on an Open 
bike, and he has finished up near the 
top each time. In his first race as an 
Expert, young Darryl Folks, 14, 
finished 35th overall, second 125cc on 
his Suzuki. And Amateur Benny 
Brown rode a great race, his first on a 
250cc, finishing 15th overall, first 
Amateur. 

Kevin Welch, MRAN's number one 
125cc Expert, rode his first race on a 
Husky 390, and finished seventh, right 
behind Utah's Preston Gerber. 

It was a good day all around for 
Valley Cycle. Rich Capri, owner and 
operator, finished first Novice, and 
will now make the move to Amateur. 

Bill Putman, desert racing's good 
friend from Caspar, WY, who 
sponsors the Las Vegas 400, rode this 
one, and finished 18th overall, 13th 
Open Expert. (The Las Vegas 400, by 
the way, is coming up April 21-22.) 

With 201 entries and 145 finishers, 
there was a 75% finisher rate. The 
rate was so high because the course 
and racing conditions were so neat no 
one wanted to stop. 

The. Nevada BLM, whose 
cooperation Casey highly praised 
during the rider's meeting, had reps 
observing the race. They were pleased 
with what they saw — à tribute to what 
cooperation can accomplish. The 
California BLM should take some 
lessons from these guys. Ф

The last time a CMC rider won 
all three Professional classes in 
one day was in 1971. Mike Tripes 
fell short of this feat by throwing 
a chain in his first 125cc moto. He 
went on to win four consecutive motos 
on the Olympiad track at Saddleback 
Park. 

Although the CMC/Suzuki Golden 
State Series is in full swing, the 
Professional turnout was excellent.

Moto two went to Tripes hands 
down! Kirker made a first place effort

Greenway and Fuller passing him on 
one sweep. The overall prize money 
went to Greenway, second to Fuller 
and third to Kirker. Tripes was fourth. 

Within one hour, Tripes was back 
on the track screamin' the gears in the 
250cc Pro class. The Suzuki rider put 
all the power to the ground to win the 
moto from gate to flag. The actual 
racing had developed in positions two 
through five. Scott Johnson (Hon) and 
a very fast Yamaha rider Ted Hoyt 
(TNT) were really at each other's 
throat for the entire moto. Hoyt won 
out by passing Johnson in mid-air by 
the scoring stand to give him second 
position. Johnson instantly dropped to 
fifth when Greenway (Yam) and Steve 
Jackson (Hon) pushed their battle into 
third and fourth places. The final tally 
showed Tripes out front by'a quarter 
lap, Hoyt second, Greenway third, 
Jackson fourth and Johnson fifth. 

In moto two action, Hoyt had a 
spectacular crash while dicing it out 
with Greenway and chasing Tripes. He 
got up, back on the gas but was not 
able to gain on the leaders. As the 14 
laps progressed, the position solidified 
and the final standings were 
unchanged. Tripes won his third 
straight moto and the overall money in 
the 250cc Pro category. Greenway 
outlasted the field for second overall 
and Jackson was third. 

Ocean Pacific-sponsored David 
Gerig was the first shoe:tormake tracks 


in the 500cc Pro class. Chasing Gerig 
was the 390 Husky of Alan Smith. It 
was only a matter of time until Tripes, 
aboard his 400 Suzuki, would show his 
face in the front of the pack. The 
flawless riding Tripes again gave 
himself a moto win. Smith was second 
and Gerig ended up third. 

With Smith placing second in the 
first 500cc Pro moto, the door was 
wide open for him as he led the entire 
second contest. Tripes gave him 
trouble but Smith hung on for the win 
and the top honors in the 500cc class. 
Tripes was again foiled for a class win. 
Chuck Pettigrew scored third overall 
aboard his 450cc Maico Magnum.

Jack and 
his mighty band found themselves 
freezing on the sides of Saddleback, 
Sunday while the coldest weather to 
hit Orange County motocross brought 
an onslaught of hail and snow down on 
them but, as always before, the race 
went on. 

The Open Pro holeshot went to 
Greg Draskovich who, rode his DMG 
prepped Maico out front „until 
Wheelsmith's Mark Brooks crept up 
from behind and nudged him off the 
track. Brooks took over the lead on his 
own Maico machine while:Draskovich 





recovered from running down the side 
of an eight foot embankment. Mean- 
while, Scott Cavness stormed his 
Suzuki by Brooks tosteal the number 
one spot and held onto it to win the 
moto. Brooks wasn't able to hold 
control of the second place position 
either as Steve Rawson soon captured 
that position and Brooks finished 
third. 

Coming out of the second moto start 
Brooks copped the holeshot but only 
held the lead for half a lap when 
Cavness again blew him away. 
Anaheim Suzuki-sponsored Cavness 
diced with Brooks all the way to the 
finish but even with the tight interplay 
the final positions were Cavness, 
Brooks, and this time Rawson picking 
up third. Cavness was, of course, the 
overall winner with Brooks taking 
second place pay and Rawson third. 

Pete Snorteland was the big money 
winner in the 250cc Pro race. 
Snorteland started middle of the pack 
in both races but won each with an 
easy 15-20 second lead over the other 
20-odd Pros in his race. Doug Renno 
took two second place finishes but not 
with such ease as Snorteland. In the 
first moto he rode neck and neck with 
Rich Franklin and Mark Denning and 
was in third place behind Franklin 
until the final lap when he broke by to 
finish ahead of Franklin by only two 
bikelengths. When Snorteland waved 
goodbye to the second moto boys the 
race fell to Steve Potts, Ted Hoyt and 
again Doug Renno. Renno was behind 
in the competition until the second to 
the last lap when he pulled Potts to 
take the second place position. Hoyt 
also made it by Potts for a third. 
Overall the win was Snorteland's with 
Renno picking up second and Hoyt 
placing third. 

Craig Dale rode his Suzuki West- 
sponsored machine through two 
winning motos in the 125cc Pro race. 
Cole Bros.’ Ed Arnet finished second 
followed by Dan Shaw in the first moto 
but Matt Tedder moved into second 
place in moto number two followed by 
Ed Arnet. Final positions were Dale in 
first, Arnet in second and Tedder in

DiStefano grabbed the lead at the 
start of the second moto with Reisinger 
close behind in second. Vere Butler 
and his Yamaha in third spot ahead of 
Moates and Hadley. On the fourth lap 
Moates and Hadley both passed Butler 
as Moates began a determined charge 
toward the leaders gaining about two 
seconds a lap. Just as Moates caught 
up to Reisinger, the little Kawasaki 
rider kicked on the afterburners, blew 
by DiStefano and flat motored away. 
Moates really pressured DiStefano 
until a flat tire suddenly ended his 
day. Reisinger had the race well in 
hand before suddenly overcooking it 
through the gully and falling hard. As 
Reisinger struggled to remount, 
DiStefano recaptured first place.

other over every inch of the track, busy 
trying to hold back Crowder who was 
in high gear closing fast. Wyechi 
meanwhile, found Bob Carpenter and 
Gary Goforth breathing down his 
jersey, pursuing him down to the last 
second. ; 

Foley, in command of the 250cc 
Amateurs, was keeping an eye out for 
Mitch Shook and Crowder. With these 
two Pros on his tail, Foley put in a 
super ride and managed to hold them 
at bay. 

As the checkered flag came out, 
heavy dicing continued down to the 
last minute with Ehlers holding: a 
commanding lead and taking the first 
of a pair of wins for the 250cc Pro 
division.

The Forest Service has released its 
recommendations concerning the 
RARE II wilderness program. The 
USFS recommendation, which goes 
through the White House to Congress, 
contains 15 million acres of wilderness, 
11 million acres for further study and 
36 million acres returned to non- 
wilderness, multiple use management. 


About the recommendations, the 
AMA's Rob Rasor said, "We have 
some real concern. over the 11 
million acres in the further study 
category. Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Rupert Cutler, who 
initiated RARE Il, made it pretty 
clear that he expects these areas 
to end up as wilderness sooner or 
later. However, Congress has the 
last word on the RARE II question. 
We will be there to help them 
answer it."

The first race of the season in 
the D-36 Cross Country points 
chase roared off to a good start 
at the San Mateo County M.C.’s 
“First Place Race.”

NHTSA data finds their results in- 
stead strongly in support of rider 
training, stricter licensing for motor- 
cyclists, and methods of making auto 
drivers more aware of the presence of 
motorcycles on the nation's highways. 
In short, while NHTSA continues to 
emphasize a single aspect of injury and 
fatality reduction - mandatory helmet 
laws - the agency has failed to 
acknowledge the data supporting ef- 
fective methods for accident pre- 
vention. 

Work on the four NHTSA repeal 
studies was begun after two states 
(Kansas, Oklahoma) had repealed 
laws, and after two others had set a 
later date for repeal (Colorado, South 
Dakota). The California study 
examined: 899 motorcycle accidents in 
depth over a period of almost two 
years. "Only a brief overview of...sig- 
nificant findings" was presented at the 
press conference. 

The release of the studies by the 
NHTSA and the conclusions reached 
strongly suggest that (1) the studies 
were undertaken by the NHTSA with 
a preconceived outcome; (2) the 
results of the studies as described by 
Claybrook point to a very selective use 
of data with complete disregard for 
conflicting information; and (3) the 
final injury countermeasure recom- 
mendation (mandatory helmet laws) 
made by the Administrator is not war- 
ranted and is in fact a distortion of the 
joint priorities suggested in the studies. 

While the NHTSA has determined 
that "head injury rates have doubled" 
in the final reports of three of the four 
repeal studies, it fails to address the 
seventeen states that in 1977 did not 
repeal helmet laws, yet experienced 
raw fatality increases ranging between 
8 percent and over 200 percent. In its 
alarmist view of helmet law repeal, 
NHTSA fails tó concern itself with 
these facts: 

FACT: that NHTSA's own FARS 
publication shows that in 
9 of the worst 10 fatality 
rates were in M helmet 
states; 

: the highest fatality rates for 
the last three consecutive 
years were in non-repeal 
states; 

: the lowest fatality rate in 
1977 was in a repeal state; 


: raw accident and fatality 
figures for the four states 
studied - the most critical 
data in any safety study - 
were neither considered nor 
included in the NHTSA re- 
port; 

: FARS data lists for 31 per- 
cent of its fatally injured 
motorcycle population hel. 
met use "unknown"; 

: in regard to helmets, NHTSA 
has selectively addressed 
aspects of vision, hearing, 
and neck injury, but failed 
after thirteen years to address 
motorcyclists' questions about 
weight, fatigue, a possible 
false sense of security, or hel- 
met quality. 

While the four NHTSA state studies 
quantify and scale aspects of head in- 
jury, it remains open to question 
which particular "head injury" victims 
would have died from complications 
far exceeding the capabilities of any 
helmet to attenuate impact. Police ac- 
cident reports commonly list “multiple 
trauma" as cause of death. But be- 
cause of the lack of interest by NHTSA 
in gathering meaningful motorcy- 
cle accident data before any repeals 
occurred, it is impossible to make 
"multiple trauma" versus strict "head 
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injury" comparisons. Consequently, 
NHTSA's new tack to count and 
evaluate only head injury increases 
while ignoring basic fatality-to- 
accident ratios is misleading, of 
questionable use, and possibly invalid. 


To address, in a statistical vacuum, 
a single method for injury reduction 
reveals the ineffective leadership in the 
NHTSA for again failing to determine 
or address other realistic counter- 
measures relative to motorcycle safety. 
"Motorcycling has always been a 
dangerous way to travel," says the 
Administrator. AMA would suggest 
that any existing danger in motor- 
cycling is because of the factors under- 
scored in the University of Southern 
California study: 

1) 5192 of the total number of ac- 
cidents are caused by. motorists 
claiming they didn't see the mo- 
torcycle. 

2) 4595 are left-turn violations of 
the motorcyclist's right-of-way. 
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SOME PEOPLE GOT NO CLASS AT ALL F 


3) 92% of the total number of vic- 
tims had no formal training. 

4) Motorcyclists often show a ten- 
dency to overbrake the rear wheel 
and underbrake the front wheel, 
through the lack of proper 
training. : 

In spite of these broad and powerful 
categories of accident causes, the in- 
sistence of the Administrator on con- 
tinuity of helmet laws is short-sighted 
and oblivious of her own agency's 
data. 

If motorcycling "has always been 
dangerous," why has the NHTSA only 
now taken the initiative to study it, 
and why has. it reached the odd con- 
clusions for helmet laws in the face of 
its own countervailing data? How can 
the narrow focus of interest not 
logically be directed to accident pre- 
vention, including rider education, 
strict classified licensing, and aware- 
ness programs designed to change 
"didn't see" to "watched for"? 

The conclusions reached by the 
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Administrator in the face of conten- 
tious data are simply not apt, and her 
goals are a transparent move to re- 
instate NHTSA authority removed by 
Congress three years ago. 

The NHTSA has demonstrated with 
tax monies that helmets are beneficial; 
the AMA does: not disagree. The 
NHTSA has created a situation where 
evidence purports to support helmet 
laws. Countervailing and supplemen- 
tary data suggest more than helmet 
law repeal is at work, and that the 
benefit of helmet laws is negligible 


when compared to methods of ac-: 


cident prevention currently being de- 
emphasized by NHTSA. The potential 
for real progress on real safety 
questions is a hand; the problems and 
solutions are suggested by the USC 
research. But with its obsession for 
helmet laws, and a refusal to admit to 
the strong direction of its own data, 
the leadership of the NHTSA is, of its 
volition, attempting to move motor- 
cycle safety backwards by a decade. e

Post hole logic 


I suspect NHTSA director Joan 
Claybrook and CALTRANS director 
Adrianna Gianturco were appointed 
by two men with the same thought: 
"T'll keep the women's libbers happy 
by putting this turkey female in charge 
of some department she can't screw 
up, like highway safety." 

Ironically, both men chose women 
who represent the archtypical scatter- 
brained, illogical female. They put up 
reasonable fronts, but their rational 
facades cover disorderly heaps of 
faulty logic.

According to basic arithmetic, a 
series of multipliers have the same 
result regardless of the order in which 
they are multiplied, and two 
quantities each equal to a third’ 
quantity are equal to each other. As 
long as we stick to abstract 
arithmetical conclusions, these rules 
are valid; but when applied to people, 
they are not necessarily so. For 
example, translate the above abstract 
premises and conclusion into reality by 
substituting the following concrete 
forms: 

P = one Private 

M = one minute 

A & B = post holes 

You now have the Army Sergeant's 
Paradox, which states: If one private 
can dig a post hole in 10 minutes, 10 
privates can dig a post hole in one 
minute. We see this is true only in the 
abstract. In real life, it can’t be done. 

The idea of putting 10 shovels in the 
same hole at the same time is as 
abstractedly sound and as concretely 
absurd as putting six motorcyclists in 
the same car going to the same place. 
It is almost as idiotic as putting two 
scatterbrained, illogical females in 
charge of state and national highway 
safety.

Riders come and go over the 
seasons and lately, with the rid- 
ers getting an earlier start in the 
pro ranks, they should stay 
around longer. 


But the spotlight is usually on the 
rider and not on other individuals, or 
groups that have something to do with 
the race. 

Now an official is hanging up the 
striped shirt after 20 years of putting 
races together, seeing that they were 
run off, and then doing all the things 
such as rider payoffs, points, etc., 
after the engines were turned off and 
the fans had gone home. 

The official who will no longer be 
around came into the ranks as just a 
guy who liked motorcycles, rode them 
as a teenager, won a few trophies in 
field meets and scrambles, but never 
had the urge to race as a Pro or for 
money. 

Most of his early years as an official 
were spent behind the scenes like so 
many others. Sign-ups, recording time 
trials, setting up heat races, lap 
checking and helping to make the 
purse payoffs. In other words, he, was 
not very visible and seldom if ever in 
the limelight for either good or bad. 

A little over 10 years ago he moved 
up to district referee and when the first 
regional referee positions were 
created, he was immediately asked to 









be one, but he turned it down. 

Later he did accept one of the three 
regional spots and went on to be voted 
"Referee of the Year" three straight 
times. The votes could only be cast by 
the Pro riders themselves. 

The award finally became so 
automatic and such a foregone 
conclusion to this man that the AMA 
quietly dropped it and no other award 
ever replaced it. 

Over the past two decades, without 
a doubt, this official has been involved 
in more professional races than any 
other person. Many times a single 
season would find him as part of more 
than, 40 events, National and non- 
National. 

I think the thing that sticks out most 
in my mind is that this person was the 
type of official that the mold should 
be. Few if any major problems 
happened, races were run off on time 
and in a professional manner, and 
most of all, he earned respect from the 
riders that the decisions would be best 
for all concerned. 

Year in and year out problems 
follow certain officials and yet others, 
a few, run off event after event with no 
major controversial decisions. Who 
but a race referee has more decisions 
to make in a limited amount of time? 

Racing is a sport of ballyhoo and 
promotion. A sport of fanfare, 
applause, ego and both raw and 
refined talent. 

It’s a sport like most others where 
the fans like to boo and yell at the 
officials, but seldom do the same to a 
contestant, no matter what the 
infraction may be. 

This man probably got his share, 
especially during the last 10 years 
when he was the chief official. I can 
think of several occasions where a rider 
put up a squawk and the fans roared. 
But I can not think of a single time 
when the rider did not come up later 
and agree, or at least accept the 
decisions. That’s called good leader- 
ship, I think. 

This now-retired official has been 
the referee of at-least four events that 
either decided or had a profound 
impact on who would win the Grand 
National title. Again, no problems. 

But like a racer, there comes a time 
in each official's life when the newness, 
the fun, the thrill and most of all, the 
challenge, is gone. God knows, no 
official is in the race game for the 
money. 

When it’s all gone, or at least most 
of it, it’s time to look in other 
directions, We all do at some time 
along the way. 

So the guy that has done it all in the 
official’s booth and in the infield 
called it quits after the final National 
in 1978. He never told any of us he was 
going to so we could call on the crowd 
to come forth with a well deserved 
ovation. 

It's been a long and good road on 
two wheels from a small country town 
in Minnesota to being ranked as the 
number one official of professional 
races. 

Chub Kellam has a few trophies, a 
few plaques and a lot of good friends 
and memories from his 20 years as an 
official. A lot of riders and numerous 
tuners owe him a lot for reasons known 
only to them. 

I have known Chub for 40 years, 
ridden bikes with him for 30 years, 
worked races with him for 20. I don’t 
think he ever said a bad word about 
anybody or anything during all that 
time. 

Good luck Chub in your 
“Retirement.” Good officials are hard 
to find but you have given them the 
blueprint as to what it really is all 
about. ә

“Tm so happy!" cried Washington's Mickey Fay 
after winning his first ever AMA/Winston Pro 
Series event. It was a romp for the TT special- 
ist, who took the lead on the third lap and 


stretched it out to win the Hous- 
ton Chronicle-sponsored Yamaha 
Gold Cup TT easily on his 
Honda XR500 single-powered 
machine. 

“Monday I'll put in for a budget to 
get us some more money,” said Honda 
Racing Team Manager Dennis McKay 
after being asked if Honda would 
participate in more races, “You bet,” 
grinned McKay. He also said the 
engine in Fay's Roger Stanley- 
prepared, Wasco-framed mount was a 
stock XR500 engine with the optional 
performance kit. 

Second to Fay was perennial 
Houston bridesmaid John Gennai on 
the Les Edwards/Cycle Imports 
Triumph. Randy Goss finished third 
on a Wiseco/Klotz Harley-Davidson, 
and another Honda rider, Rick 
Hocking, finished fourth. 

For defending Grand National 
Champ Jay Springsteen, it was a 
disappointing evening. Springsteen 
stalled his machine in a heat race after 
fighting to save from crashing, but was 
hit from behind by another rider. 
Though he caught a handlebar and 
the gas tank in the thigh and groin, he 
started last in a restart and worked his 
way up to fifth and a transfer to the 
semi-final. But Springer’s entry was 
scratched, in order that he might rest 


and, hopefully, compete in the. | 


following night’s short track. But the 
effects of the crash, plus suspected 
intestinal flu, would preclude that. 

For defending Houston champ Steve 
Eklund, crashes negated some brilliant 
riding. He qualified fastest, but 
crashed in. his heat race. He ended up 
10th in the heat, one position out of a 
transfer to the semi. But then, new H- 
D team member Steve Morehead had 
to scratch from the semi due to a 
broken frame, and Eklund was back 
in. He outfought Army's Mike Kidd 
for the single ticket in the main event, 
only to crash in the National and have 
to fight his way back up to eighth 
place. 


Time Trials 

Eklund, riding a Harry Lillie-tuned 
Zanotti Enterprises TT500, was the 
only rider under 26 seconds with a 
25.97 clocking. Mike Kidd, sporting 
new Army colors and a TT500, 
showed that he was stoked by getting 
around the course in 26 seconds flat. 
They were followed by Oregon TT 
specialist Brad Hurst (26.10), Hocking 
(26.11), Fay (26.17), Goss (26.24) and 
Gennai (26.27). 
Heats 

Fay and Eklund traded paint for, 
much of the first lap, but a mid-pack 
crash brought out the red flag, the 
first of several that would mark the 


night. The second start was also red- 
flagged when someone apparently left 
the line a little too soon. 

The third start saw Steve Morehead 
take the holeshot, followed by rookie 
Rod Spencer (Yam) and Eklund. Fay 
passed Eklund and Spencer on the first 
lap, then disposed of Morehead on the 
following circuit. 

Morehead, Spencer and Eklund 
were mixing it up when they tangled in 
a slow right hander. Eklund had 
problems re-starting, plus the crash 
had flattened the exhaust megaphone 
completely shut. 

After the altercation, Alex Jorgensen 
moved to second followed by Ricky 
Graham. These positions held. Fay, 
self-sponsored BSA rider Jorgensen 
and BOSS Frames Yamaha pilot 
Graham had berths in the National. 
John Ellis (Yam) and Sonny Burres 
(Hon) headed those semi-bound. 

Hank Scott led brother Gary into 
turn one of heat two. Mike Kidd, 
Randy Goss and Bruce Hanlon 
followed. Kidd moved into second, 
the passed Hank Scott over the jump, 
only to crash shortly thereafter. Gary 
Scott held the lead on his KK Supply/ 


Sizemore Traveland Triumph with 


Goss now second and Hank Scott 


‘third. Goss moved his Larry Johnson- 


tuned XR750 up to challenge Gary 
Scott for a couple of laps, finally 
getting around him on the seventh lap. 
In the meantime, Hanlon, who rides 
this event as the only one of the year, 
got by Hank Scott for third. Following 
his get-off, Kidd rode like the wind to 
wind up fifth, but Goss, Gary Scott 
and Hanlon had the transfers to the 
National. 

Heat three had a restart when John 
Gennai raised his hand an instant 
before the light went green. Another 
red flag was displayed when Ted 
Boody, riding Bill Kennedy”s 


American, and Scott Pearson went 
down in separate incidents. Crews 
rushed frantically to „get both bikes 
ready within the two-minute time 
limit. Both made it. Brad Hurst took 
the lead with Gennai and John Hateley 
(Hateley Enterprises Tri) trailing, 
Gennai took the lead before the first 
lap was over ahead of Hurst, Boody, 
Hateley, Jeff Campbell and Jay 
Springsteen. 

Springer started moving up as 
Boody and Hateley fought. Hateley 
moved ahead of Boody to challenge 
Hurst while Springer closed in on his 
former teammate. Going into the tight 
left turn before the jump, Springer 
appeared to be headed for a high side 
crash as he came in too hot. He fought 
to save it and did, but he stalled the 
motor. Campbell, behind him, struck 
Springer and knocked him down as he 
too crashed. This brought out the red 
flag and a single file restart. Though

AMA Grand National Championship/Winston Pro Series — Round

HOUSTON, TX, FEB. 3 


Ted Boody rode the perfect race on day two of 
the Houston Chronicle-sponsored Yamaha 
Gold Cup double-header, leading wire-to-wire 
in the 20-lap short track. Now a privateer, 


Boody rode an ex-Randy Cleek 
Yamaha to the winner's circle. 

“Well Eklund, I can’t think of 
anyone better to beat,” said 
Boody to Steve Eklund in the post-race 
press conference. Eklund and third- 
placer Randy Goss had pressured 
Boody throughout the National, and 
they crossed the finish line almost 
under a blanket, about a bikelength 
apart. 

For Goss, it was his second third- 
place showing of the weekend, and it 
put him into the AMA/Winston Pro 
Series point lead with 26 compared to 
Eklund's 23 points. 

For Harley-Davidson's number one 
man, defending Grand National 
Champ Jay Springsteen, the weekend 
was a disaster. Still suffering from the 
effects of a crash the night before, plus 
suspected intestinal flu, Springer did 
not even go out for time trials on the 
short track. 


Time trials 

. Eklund put a lock on $400 worth of 
Ancra's fast qualifying money with the 
fast time on the short track as well as 
the TT. Aboard his Tom Hasler- 
prepped Zanotti Enterprises Yamaha, 
his lap under the dome was clocked at 
14.31. Third in the previous Houston 
short track, Terry Poovey's Bel-Ray 
Bultaco went 14.37. Other heat race 
pole-sitters were Rick Hocking, Ted 
Boody, Lance Jones and Garth Brow. 
The slowest qualifier to end up 
making the National hit the clocks 
with a 14.83, and cut-off time for the 
60-rider field was 15.05. 


Heats ' 

California's rookie Wayne Rainey 
got his Shell Racing Specialties 
Yamaha underway first in the first 
heat. Eklund, the defending Houston 
champ, passed him in turn four on the 
first lap, and after that it was Eklund 
first all the way. Rainey fell back a bit, 


but had second place all to himself 
right down to the finish. 

Randy Waldrop (Yam) and rookie 
Charlie Roberts (Yam) ran third and 
fourth in the early stages, but Mike 
Kidd rode his Army-sponsored Harley- 
Davidson past them to wire down third. 
at the finish ahead of Waldrop, Jim 


Mertens and Roberts. Hank Scott, . 


who had qualified seventh-fastest, had 
his problems and finished eighth. 
With the first two going to the National 
and third through sixth going to the 
semi, Hank was through for the night. 

Much to the disappointment of the 
Texas crowd, Terry Poovey's bike quit 
on him before the second heat started 
and was pushed back to the pits. 
Iowa's Ty Cawley got the jump on the 
field and was chased into the first turn 
by Skip Aksland (PJ1 Yam) and Steve 
Morehead, who had started on the 
penalty line. Morehead put his Steve 
Storz-tuned factory Harley around 
Aksland before the first lap was over. 

Tim Cartwright led Randy Goss, 
but by lap two, Goss was in second 
place and reeling in the leader Cawley. 
On the fifth lap, Goss passed Cawley 
and had first locked up for the 
remainder of the 10-lap heat. 

Later, Morehead and Aksland 
passed Cawley to set up their own 
exciting duel. Skip closed mightily on 
the final lap, after passing and being 
passed by Morehead, knowing that 
only one of them would be -seeded 
directly into the National. At the wire,

it was still Morehead in second, but 
only by a spoke, nipple or so. Cawley, 
Cartwright and Joe Wilson followed 
Aksland into the semi. 

Heat three was a Rick Hocking/Bob 
Beary battle, with the two trading 
elbows for the first few laps. Hocking 
finally. settled his Knight Fabrication 
Yamaha out front with Beary settling 
his Belleville Suzuki/Neil Keen mount 
into second. Scott Pearson ended up 
third over Bruce Hanlon and former 
Houston winner Bubba Rush. 

The fourth heat saw rookie Rod 
Spencer going for it, and at the end of 
a lap, being trailed by Ted Boody, 
Gary Scott and Brad Hurst, all of 
whom were more or less in second 
place. Boody got things straightened 
out to his satisfaction on lap three, 
when he made a brilliant cut through 
turn two to take the lead. Scott’s KK 
Supply/Sizemore Traveland Ossa 
followed Boody past and the National 
had two more riders. Spencer finished 
after challenging Scott in the late 
stages of the race, and was followed by 
Hurst and the previous evening's 
winner, Mickey Fay (Hon). 

1978 Rookie of the Year Lance 
Jones (Sure-Fire H-D) and 1979 
Rookie of the Year contender Ronnie 


: Jones (Viper Racing Yam) were the 


stars of the fifth heat. Lance led for 
the first five laps, but Ronnie used an 
outside line to close in, pass Lance 
and go on for the win. Mike Gaves led 
the rest of the field in keeping up with

The first two laps of the final heat 
saw a battle between Garth Brow 
(Klotz/ VViseco Yam) and Ricky 
Graham (Boss Racing Frames Yam). 
Graham led initially but Brow zapped 
him down the back straight and took 
off on his way to the win, building a 
good lead. Graham held on to second 
for the duration. Douglas Ahn and 
Scott Drake, both Yamaha-mounted, 
followed Graham home, ahead of 
Odel Davis and John Wincewicz. 


Semis 


A first lap crash brought out the red 
flag and negated Mike Kidd's holeshot 
efforts. On the subsequent green light, 
Scott Pearson got a tremendous start 
and said goodbye to the field, as he 
rode his H-D West machine to a flag to 
flag win. Skip Aksland challenged 
early, but later fell behind Mike Kidd 
and Randy Waldrop, and still later, 
fell. Kidd and’ Waldrop stayed in 
second and third ahead of Jim 
Mertens, Charlie Roberts and Lowell 
Moural. 


Semi two was another wire to wire 
number with Mike Caves earning the 
final berth in the National after finish- 
ing with a comfortable lead. Brad 
Hurst ran second all the way, followed 
home by Douglas Ahn and John 
Winceyic, , - 
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Junior Invitational 

The Junior Invitational was high- 
lighted (?) by four red flags, three for 
various starting violations and one due 
to a crash. Don Shobert (Yam), winner 
of the Junior TT the previous evening, 
shot out into a lead that he was to hold 
all the way. David Jones (Yam), 
brother of heat winner Ronnie, ran 
second for two laps, but lost the spot to 
Bultaco-mounted James Bradley who 
came from the penalty line. Shobert 
rode the inside line while Bradley went 
outside, keeping up with the leader 
but not passing him. A ways back, 
Jones finished third ahead of Butch 
Brandon and Russell Gourley. 


Trophy Race 
After Miss Winston Pro Series, Lynn 
Griffis, had won the celebrity Yamaha 


-go-cart race and Steve Eklund did it to 


the racers’ division, the trophy race got 
underway. Mike Kidd had the lead 
into turn one but Brad Hurst came up 
and started trading it back and forth 
with Kidd until the Texan moved out 
on the back straight of the second lap. 
Jim Mertens held third for two laps but 
went wide through turns three and 
four and fell back in the pack.

Brow got back around 
Jones on the fifth lap and two laps 
later, repeated the process on Scott.

mandatory nationwide. Her latest press conference address is printed here verbatim as is 
the preliminary report of a DOT funded study conducted by Dr. Harry Hurt of the 
University of Southern California, a position paper from the American Motorcycle Associ- 
ation (AMA), as well as other pertinent material. The preliminary remarks are by Cycle 
News contributing editor Mary Grothe, who attended both the January 11 Claybrook press 
conference and that afternoon's meeting which was held to release a preliminary report of 
Dr. Hurt's continuing study of 899 motorcycle accidents which occurred in southern 


California. 


The following copy represents a ` 
very small portion of the actual re- 
search that has been conducted by 
both the NHTSA and by USC's Dr. 
Hurt. At both the morning meeting 
(Claybrook) and the afternoon 
meeting (Hurt) telephone book-size 
volumes containing information on 
motorcycle accidents were displayed. 
Attendees were told that most of the 
info contained therein would be 
released later (three to six months). 

Dr. Hurt's study in particular con- 
tains a tremendous wealth of infor- 


mation. Motorcycles were examined 
for 300 factors (cars involved in the ac- 
cidents were not examined except for 
contact points). Rider characteristics, 
different kinds of eye protectors and 
crash-bars (they, according to Dr. 
Hurt's study, offer more protection to 
your engine cases than to your legs) 
were among the factors studied. 

Dr. Hurt states that most of the 
motorcyclists involved in the accidents 
were craftsmen, students, laborers or 
unemployed persons. 

I have to praise Dr. Hurt's ability for 


in-depth research, but I felt that at 
times his language usage during the 
presentation was disparaging - i.e. the 
rider did not expect to be involved in 
an accident as he was "only on his way 
to the 7-Eleven for a six pack." Dr. Hurt 
could have said, "He was on his way to 
the store." He also used the term, 
"blitzing down the street," despite the 
fact that excessive speed was not a 
major contributing factor in the 899 
accidents studied. He also made vague 
references to "long hair," and he 
laughed inappropriately, at times 








while describing some gory details of 
some of the more serious accidents. 

Ed Youngblood, the AMA's director 
of government relations said not to 
dwell on the language usage thing, but 
I felt that the subliminal message that 
was perpetrated to the people present 
at the meeting was that motorcyclists 
in general are irresponsible, counter- 
culture freaks. 


People present at the afternoon 
meeting were largely DOT and in- 
surance company (GEICO and 
Nationwide) representatives. Dr. Lee 
Hanes (sp. ?) of the American Medical 
Association was present. Representa- 
tives of the motorcycling microcosm 
were few - AMA's Youngblood, MSF's 
Charles Hartman and four or five 
bikers. No representatives of the press 
were there as far as I could tell. 


I came away from the meetings 
feeling that our arguments opposing 
legislation against motorcyclists are 
very weak. I am under the impression 
that our own research (by AMA, MSF, 
etc.) in no way approaches the amount 
of research that has been done by Dr. 
Hurt and the NHTSA. We cannot dis- 
prove their statistics if we do not have 
our own. But then we do not have ac- 
cess to the taxpayers' dollars. 


Joan Claybrook's speech made the 
daily newspapers in the D.C. area, and 
the D.C: radio reports the morning 
following her presentation said that 
51% of motorcycling accidents are 
caused by car drivers who do not see 
the motorcyclist and “bikers aren't 
going to like this, but Ms. Claybrook 
suggests donning yellow outer garmen- 
ts. 

Present at the Claybrook conference 
were representatives from the MIC, 
MSF, AMA and AMF/Harley- 
Davidson (very few non-motorcyclists). 
Most of these same people did not 
show up for Dr. Hurt's presentation 
that afternoon.

Good morning. We are releasing today 
a report of great concern to the 
motoring public - motorcycle helmet 
laws. Motorcycling has always been a 
dangerous way to travel. Lately it has 
been made even more dangerous by 
the repeal in many states of laws 
which require motorcyclists to wear 
helmets. Motorcycle deaths in 1977 
were up 24% over 1976, and one im- 
portant element of this increase was a 
decline in helmet use. With a new 
state legislative season coming up, it is 
vital that we immediately inform 
governors and state legislators of these 
findings. 

This report summarizes the results 
from five recent studies conducted by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) on the ef- 
fects of helmets and helmet usage laws 
on highway safety. 

The report draws two major con- 
clusions. 

First, motorcycle helmets work. 
They reduce head injuries significantly 
without causing injuries. In the areas 
studied (Oklahoma, Kansas, South 
Dakota, Colorado, and southern Cali- 
fornia) motorcyclists involved in 
crashes who were not wearing helmets 
were twice as likely to suffer a head in- 
jury as those who were and three to 
nine times more likely to suffer a fatal 
head injury. The report also deflates 
the key questions raised about motor- 
cycle helmets. The report finds that 
helmets do not interfere with a motor- 
cyclist’s vision and/or hearing, and 








they do not cause injuries in an ac- 
cident. : 

Second, states with motorcycle 
helmet usage laws have usage rates 
which are extremely high (over 95%). 
This means that almost all cyclists in 
those states benefit from the protec- 
tion which helmets bring. 

At one time, there was a Federal 
requirement that all states enact a 
motorcycle helmet law on penalty of 
withholding of Federal funds. By 
1975, helmet laws were almost univer- 
sal - 47 states, the District of Colum- 
bia, and Puerto Rico had them. But in 
1976, the Congress removed the sanc- 
tion penalty for not passing a helmet 
law. 

A number of States have repealed 
their helmet laws in the last few years. 
Today, 21 States, Puerto Rico, and 
the District of Columbia still require 
all cyclists to wear helmets. 

The studies we have just completed 
demonstrate that states which repeal 
their helmet laws experience dramatic 
declines in helmet use and disturbing 
increases in head injury rates. In 
Colorado, Kansas, South Dakota, and 
Oklahoma helmet wearing rates have 
dropped to below 60% since the repeal 
of their helmet laws. The fatal head 
injury rates have doubled. 

Thousands of people are being 
killed on motorcycles every year, and 
tens of thousands more injured, many 
crippled, and maimed for life. Most of 
the dead and injured are under 30 
years of age. Particularly damaging 
are the head injuries which are hap- 
pening to unhelmeted riders. The 
head is the most valuable and 
vunerable part of the body, and in- 
juries to it are frequently the most dif- 
ficult (and most expensive) to recover 
from. A broken arm will heal. A 
broken brain. won't. That's why 
helmets are so important. 


It's not just the riders who pay when 
they get hurt. Society pays, too. The 
rider's family pays, the local ambulan- 
ce service pays, the hospital pays, the 
insurance policyholder pays, the 
government pays, and when it gets 
right down to it, you and I pay. 

As a result of these findings we are 
going to do several things: 

First, I have written a letter to al! 
state governors sending them a copy 
of this report and highlighting its 
major findings. We are urging gover- 
nors in states which still have helmet 
laws to support their retention. And 
we are urging governors in states 
which have lost their helmet laws to 
work for their re-enactment. 

We are also encouraging all states 
to collect their own data on motorcycle 
helmet use - data on head unjury ac- 
cidents, with and without helmets, 
before and after repeal. And we are 
suggesting they conduct attitude sur- 
veys of cyclists and the general 
population in their States to discover 
vhat they really think about helmet 
use laws. Michigan and Pennsylvania, 
for example, have both conducted 
surveys which show a majority of 
motorcyclists (55%) actually favor 
mandatory helmet usage laws. 

Second, I am writing letters to 
motorcycle manufacturers, insurance 
companies, and state insurance com- 
missioners to bring the findings of this 
report to their attention and 
suggesting they do whatever they can 
to encourage helmet use. 

Third, we are notifying the medical 
community, voluntary safety organi- 
zations, and citizen action groups to 
make them aware of this report and to 
recommend they support motorcycle 
helmet laws.

Introduction 

This report summarizes the key fin- 
dings to date in a study being conduc- 
ted by the University of Southern 
California (USC) on the investigation 
and analysis of motorcycle accidents 
occurring between 1976 and 1978 in 
the Los Angeles area. Current findings 
are preliminary and based on an 
analysis of 899 on-scene. in-depth 
motorcycle accident investigations. 
The study, to be completed late in 
1979. will include, in addition, the 
compilation of over 3,600 police ac- 
cident reports and the collection of 
motorcycle exposure information. The 
exposure data will enable comparisons 
to be made between the characteristics 
of motorcycle accidents and the 
characteristics of the motorcycle 
population and its driving environ- 
ment. These data will then be in- 
tegrated to ascertain motorcycle ac- 
cident and injury causal factors and 
therefrom identify countermeasures to 
reduce both the involvement rate and 
the severity of motorcycle collisions. 


The findings reconfirm that dramatic 
gains in motorcycle safety can be 
acheived if: 


(1) motorcyclists wear helmets, and 


(2) cyclists and their motorcycles are 
made as conspicuous as possible. 


General accident characteristics 
Over two-third of the 899 accidents 
were investigated on-scene in the 
presence of the involved vehicles and 
drivers; the remainder of the in- 
vestigations were conducted within 24 
hours of the accident. The distribution 
of the initial collision contact points on 
the cycle is as follows: Right Side 31%; 
Front 30%; Rear 3%; Left Side 36%. 

The front and side contact points are 
rather evenly distributed; the slightly 
higher incidence of left side impacts 
reflects a higher frequency of collisions 
where an oncoming vehicle turns left 
and strikes a motorcycle. Fully one- 
fourth of the accidents were single 
vehicle collisions attributed in large 
part to the loss of motorcycle control. 


The most frequent accident precipita- 
ting factors were: (a) a violation of the 
motorcycle right-of-way by another 
vehicle (51 percent of the cases), and 
(b) motorcycle driver error (41 per- 
cent). Right-of-way violations were 
usually attributed to the failure of the 
automobile driver to see the oncoming 
motorcycle until it was too late to 
avoid collision. It is interesting to note 
that in almost one-half of the multi- 
vehicle collisions, the motorcycle/rider 
combination was rated either incon- 
spicuous or low in conspicuity against 
the ambient environment at the time 
of collision. 


Preliminary exposure data indicate 
that approximately 50 percent of the 
motorcycle population drive with their 
headlights on in the daytime, yet fully 
two-thirds of the accidents involved 
motorcycles whose headlights were off. 
If these preliminary trends are main- 
tained in the remainder of the data to 
be collected, these data imply that the 
risk of being involved in a daytime 
motorcycle accident can be halved by 
driving with the headlights on. 


Helmet effectiveness 

Early survey results indicate that ap- 
proximately one-half of the motor- 
cyclists in the study area wear helmets. 
However, a full 60 percent of the ac- 
cident-involved cyclists were not 
wearing helmets. These unhelmeted

cyclists accounted for 67 percent of the 
total injuries and 81 percent of the 
head and neck injuries. While the 
helmeted riders are slightly under- 
represented in the accident cases, they 
are considerably underrepresented in 
the resulting injuries. 


Table 1 (p. 14) shows the injury sever- 


ity distribution for the accident-involved 
cyclists either wearing or not wearing 
an helmet. Assuming that the charac- 
teristics of the accidents for the 
helmeted and unhelmeted rider were 
similar (this will be explored in the 
final analysis), there is almost twice 
the chance of incurring a critical or 
fatal injury for the unhelmeted rider 
than if a helmet were worn. Similarly, 
there is nearly a 30 percent increase in 
the risk of a serious, critical or fatal in- 
jury (AIS-4, 5, or 6) for the un- 
helmeted motorcyclists. 

Head and neck injuries by severity are 
shown in Table 2 (p. 14). The unhelmet- 
ed cyclist is almost three times as likely to 
incur a head or neck injury than his 
helmeted counterpart. Further, given 
that a head or neck injury occurs, the 
motorcyclist not wearing a helmet is 
more than twice as likely to have a 
severe or greater injury (AIS-3, 4, 5 or 
6) than if he had worn a helmet. 


Eighty-one (81) percent of the hel- 
meted riders derived benefits from 
their helmet in the form of prevented 
or attenuated impact injuries. 

There were only four (4) injuries at- 
tributed to safety helmets and all four 
were minor injuries (AIS-1). However, 
in each of these cases, the helmet at- 
tenuated the impacts.and protected 
the head against a critical or fatal 
threat. Generally, when an impact oc- 
curred to the protected region, the 
helmet was effective. Also, the more 
head area that the helmet covered, the 











greater the protection the rider 
received. 

The study found that helmet use did 
not attenuate critical traffic sounds 
nor limit the pre-crash visual field. 
The safety helmet was not found to be 
a cause or a contributing factor in any 
of the 899 accidents investigated. 


Driver characteristics 

Twelve (12) percent of the accident- 
involved motorcyclists were operating 
their cycle without any operator's 
license. Only 55 percent had the stan- 
dard motorcycle license endorsement 
on their permit as required in Cali- 
fornia. Drivers with four of more traf- 
fic violations in the last 2 years were 
involved in 12 percent of the fatal ac- 
cidents. Alcohol or drug influence was 
present in 12 percent of the accidents 


- and almost one-half of the fatal ac- 


cidents. 

Less than 1 out of 10 riders involved in 
the accidents had formal training in 
motorcycle operation. More than half 
of the accidents involved cyclists had 
less than 5 months experience with the 
motorcycle they were riding at the 
time of the accident, although the 
average street riding experience was 
nearly 3 years. 


Female motorcyclists were involved in 
almost 4 percent of the accidents, yet 
preliminary exposure data indicate 
that they are only about 2 percent of 
the rider population in the study area. 
Currently available survey data also 
indicate that motorcyclists carrying 
passengers are approximately 10 per- 
cent of the population, yet they ac- 
counted for 17 percent of the accidents. 


Vehicle factors 

Less than 3 percent of the motorcycle 
accidents were attributed to vehicle 
failures, and the majority of these were 
due to puncture flats.
